There is perhaps in New Zealand, certainly 
in Otago, no man whose opinion on any 
matter of New Zealand politics carries greater 
weight than that of Mr Macandrew, Super- 
intendent of this Province. And deservedly 
so, for haB he not spent the best years of his 
life in the public service of the Colony, and 
devoted his best energies to its welfare and 
advancement as a whole, and of Otago espe- 
cially? That he possesses ability of a very 
high order, and is not given to publish his 
views on important' subjects without due 
consideration, is almost universally conceded. 
This being bo, it naturally follows that any 
deliberate expression of his views on the 
political problems of the day are carefully 
perused by thoso over whom he has so long 
ruled, and, unless a judicious restraint is 
placed upon the judgment, his utterances are 
apt to convey a strong bias in favor of the 
view3 he enunciates. Mr Macandrew has 
not lost the knack of appealing in tho right 
manner to his hearers— an art which did 
much to place him in his present position, 
md which has largely assisted to his popu- 
larity. And no man knows the value of this 
gift better than our Superintendent, and how 
;o turn it to the best account. It does not 
'ollow, however, that his sentiments, no 
natter how nicely put, are always to be taken 
is an infallible guide, nor even that they 
mean exactly what his words imply. The 
latest example of this is found in his “ Ad- 
dress to the People of Otago,” just issued 
from the press, and purporting to be a “ few 
thoughts as regards tho present political 
situation.” As wo have already said, pro- 
bably no man in tho Colony is able to ex- 
pound the situation better than the author 
)f this address, but this very ability also 
larries with it the facility to frame argu- 
ments and color facts to suit the purposes of 
pile particular creed of his party. A careful 
tfciidy of Mr Mao Andrew’s manifesto will 
ihow that many of his figures are open to 
question, while his “ facts,” in not a few iu- 
tances, will not bear investigation. For 
■sample, ho boldly assorts, regarding the 
progress and prosperity of this Province, 
hat it is u in no degree attributable to tho 
&tion of the Colonial Pari i amen t. ” Nmv wo 
ii common with most coh mists were always 
inder the impression that to the Colonial 
1‘arli ament was duo tho credit, by means of 
tie Public Works and Immigration scheme, 
rf having raised New Zealand from a position 
d despondency and commercial stagnation 
t> the thriving condition it now enjoys. 
Another point on which his Honor puts con- 
sderablo stress is, that if the Abolition Act 
omes into practical operation there is a 
ftrong probability of tlie pastoral leases being 
’enewed, which lie assumes would not be the 
;ase under Provincial administration. On 
:liis latter assumption it is scarcely worth 
kvhilc to speculate. When thepastoral le;ises 
expire, supposing provincialism continued, it 
is just possible a Superintendent and Execu- 
tive with widely different views on this sub- 
ject might be in power, and the public have 
reason to know that Provincial Governments 
arc. quite as readily 4 ‘ got at” by squatters 
and capitalists as tho higher power. But 
even granting that the clanger alluded to by 
his Honor exists, — and we cordially agree 
with him that it is a possibility to be averted 
by all and every means — it is in the hands of 
the people to re turn members pledged not to 
lend their support to any such proceeding. 
We do not conceive itatall incompatible with 
Abolition principles to oppose the renewal of 
pastoral leases, and it should be one of tho 
main watchwords of the coming election that 
the land be made available for the settlement 
of the people at the expiration of the present 
holdings. 

We regret our inability to deal at greater 
length with Mr Macaudrew’s Address, but 
will avail ourselves of the privilege on an- 
other day. While disagreeing with his Honor 
in many of his conclusions, we cannot but 
congratulate him on tho able manner in which 
he has attempted to strengthen tho cause of 
Provincialism. We fear, however, that in 
his zeal he has overshot the mark, and may 
have causo to feel disappointed at the result.

Anyone would imagine, seeing the important 
business which has recently and yet has to 
be dealt with by the Town Council, that 
members would make it a point to be regular 
in their attendance, so that their advice and 
counsel would be heard on tho matters 
brought before the Board. But the fact is 
quite tho reverse. Tho places of certain 
Councillors seldom see them. Especially 
is this tho case with Messrs Grant and 
Taylor. Both thoso gentlemen are old and 
valued public servants, and would have been 
w disqualified to give some practical advico 
on many weighty matters which have como 
before the Council ; both were members when 
tho water- works scheme was initiated, and 
Mr Grant was one of tho most warm sup- 
porters of the Firewood Creek scheme. It 
might therefore be reasonably expected thoso 
Councillors would make an effort to lend their 
aid in bringing the work to a satisfactory 
conclusion, and not leave the burden of so 
important an undertaking to comparatively 
new members, the majority of whom have 
little acquaintance with its practical details. 
During the past three months the principal 
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— in fact the whole— arrangements for carry- 
ing out the waterworks have had to be com- 
pleted, In that period no less than thirteen 
meetings have been held, at only four of 
which have Councillors Chant or Taylor 
been present. At a recent meeting, Coun- 
cillor Aitken applied for leave of absence for 
four months, so that if the past neglect of 
their public duties by some members is to 
continue there is a probability of the Munici- 
pal machinery coining to a complete atop. 
Owing to neglect of members, the Mayor 
ordered a call of Council for last week, the 
Clerk specially summoning members, but 
when the hour. of meeting came there were 
again only his Worship and two members 
present. The chairman adverted in severe 
terms to this apathy or studied neglect, and 
decided not to proceed with business until 
members displayed more regard for the obli- 
gation they entered into when elected. An- 
other call was ordered, and the Clerk in- 
structed to ‘intimate that the penalties pro- 
vided for in the Standing Orders would be 
enforced in case of non-compliance. Mean- 
time business that requires urgent attention 
is held over from week to week, and those 
members who are anxious to do their duty 
are rapidly getting sick of the annoyance and 
'inconvenience of attending meetings that 
cannot deal with the work on hand. Unless 
all display a desire to carry out with energy 
and efficiency the objects for which they were 
elected, it can scarcely be expected that one 
or two who are punctual and wish to promote 
the interests of the town should worry and 
inconvenience themselves while others shirk 
' the work but claim a full share in any praise 
or honor which may be the outcome of that 
work. Or take another view of the case. 
We all know how readily Municipal bodies 
are immolated on the altar of public opinion 
if they are guilty of laches , and there are not 
wanting instances in our own community! 
where the Council has been put to annoyance 
and expense by the readiness of those who 
fancied themselves injured to put obstacles in 
the way of carrying out the functions of the

tower grandly over the verdant pastures of 
the valleys. Your little ones can there skip 
about like young lambs without the risks 
they are here exposed to in such a public 
place, and you will have fine fresh mutton 
and beef of your own killing always, until 
your festive board groans with the luxuries 
of the season. My friends here, v ho have 
come with me, can vouch for the accuracy of 
my statements. And foolish though poor

the entire estuary of the Derwent, and 
various other inlots and harbors towards tho

the south-west ; on the other hand, turning 
towards the interior, the eye takes in at a 
glance the upper valley of the Derwent and 
its tributaries, the elevated lakes from which 
those streams derive then’ sources, and in 
the dim background the Western Tiers, as 
the mountains forming the backbone of the 
island, are called. Altogether those and 
other minor elements in the landscape, seen 
on a clear day, combine to form a scene 
which the lover of nature in her grandest 
outlines, cannot fail to appreciate. There 
are many pleasant excursions to be made in 
the neighborhood of Hobartown, but perhaps 
the most enjoyable is tliat to New Norfolk, 
22 miles up the Derwent. This trip is best 
performed by water, in the fast little steamer 
“ Monarch,” which runs rcgulary. ■ The 
ssenery passed through forms a picturesque 
and everchanging panorama. The river 
r.arrows about four miles below New Norfolk 
and maintains a width of 150 yards, and 
u deep for two miles above the village where 
the tide ceases to influence it. The village 
ri New Norfolk is embowered in orchards and 
ledges, and seems a delightfully secluded 
spot, though within easy reach of the capital. 

The principal attraction here is the fish- 
toeeding establishment, called the “ Salmon 
Ponds,” situated seven miles further up the 
Talley on a small brook named the Plenty, 
vhere the rearing of salmon trout, great lake 
irout, and English trout is carried on most 
successfully, and from whence all the best 
ftreams in the island have been stocked. 
?he true salmon which were turned out some 
bur years ago have not yet been caught, ando j 
iccordingly their success is doubtful as yet. 
The other three species above mentioned are 
hriving amazingly in the Derwent, which is 
■roly a river calculated to delight the eye of 
dm disciple of lzaak Walton. It also 
deceives some considerable tributaries, among 
others the Clyde, Uuse, and Shannon, issuing 
:rom a group of elevated lakes, all thoroughly 
fiiited for fish-culturo. 

The cultivation of hops is carried on to a 
considerable extent in the rich alluvial flats 
of this valley, from New Norfolk to Hamil- 
ton, and gives employment at certain seasons 
to a large number of the Hobartown people. 
The quality of the hops produced here is 
second to none ; and this industry proves 
exceedingly remunerative to those fortunate

of farming, which in most cases is very care- 
less. It seems unaccountable that such 
lethargy should be displayed by the inhabi- 
tants of a district possessed of great natural 
advantages in soil and climate, with easy 
means of access (within thirty hours) to Mel- 
bourne. But a change must come ere long, 
and the gradual development of the mineral 
resources of the colony now taking place will 
doubtless infuse new life and energy, am' 
possibly a little new blood, among the owners 
and tillers of the soil. 

Del online, at present the terminus of the 
rail in this direction, is a poor village, but 
prettily situated on the Meander stream. 
Passing on by Dairy Plains,— a rich spot, 
famous for cheese-making,— the village of 
Chudleigh is reached. In the neighborhood 
arc some fine caves, containing stalactites, 
and well worthy of a visit. Thence westward 
the clearings are less continuous, and the 
country comparatively unreclaimed as yet, 
heavy timber predominating. The Western 
Tiers form a picturesque background to the 
plains. They arc thickly timbered nearly to 
tlicir summits, which in some instances reach 
an elevation of 5000 feet above sea level. 
Large tracts of Crown lands are occupied fox 
pastoral pnrposes at a mere nominal rent, 
and in sonic instances in the outlying dis- 
tricts without any right but that of occupa- 
tion. It may seem incredible at first sight, 
but it is a fact, that a considerable portion 
of the west side of this small island is yet 
unexplored. 

In conclusion, it may be observed that 
Tasmania, though one of the oldest colonics 
in Australasia, is yet in its infancy and com- 
paratively undeveloped. And the most fea- 
sible plan that has been mooted as a remedy 
for this anomalous state of affairs is contained 
in tlirco words, viz. : Annexation to Victoria. 
This plan has met the approbation of many 
of the settlers, and would, there is every 
reason to believe, prove beneficial to both 
colonies. And wero the progressive policy 
of Victoria fairly established here, Tasmania 
would soon rank as one of the most pros 
perous colonies in the Southern Hemisphere.

A man named Hugh M'Millan was killed 
on the 11th inst M whilst working in a claim 
at Potter’s Gully, near Roxburgh. The 
Tuapeka Times says he was caught under a 
fall of earth which he had been endeavoring 
to bring down, and would in all probability 
have escaped had he not slipped while at- 
tempting to run up the chamber. He unfor- 
tunately, however, was caught by the fall and 
when taken out, about a quarter of an hour 
after the accident, life was extinct. 

A woman named Drake, one of the immi" 
grants per the ship Merope, had been com" 
mitted to the lunatic asylum by the RM ( , at 
Timaru, and was left in charge of her husband 
in the barracks awaiting removal. At 8 
o’clock on 17th inst. Drake went out for a 
moment, when his wife locked him out. On 
the door being broken open she was found to 
have killed her son, two years old, almost 
severing the head from tho body with a razor, 
and to have cut her own throat severely. 
Sho was found to be in a dying state.

Monster of the Deep. 

A horrible story is told in relation to the 
wreck of tho Schiller. One Franz Hauser 
lost his mother and two sisters on board the 
Schiller. He met with a terrible adventure 
in visiting the wreck which terminated in his 
death, and ho was buried at Penzance on the 
11th of August last. Upon the nows of the 
wreck of the vessel he became so deeply af- 
fected that he fell into a raging fever. When 
he became convalescent he made inquiries 
whether the bodies of his relations had been 
found. He obtained no satisfactory informa- 1 
tion in the States, and at last resolved to' 
make a personal effort on the spot. He came 
across the ocean, and at once went to Pen- 
zance, where at last he gained the certainty 
that neither of the three corpses had been 
discovered. Thereupon he employed two 
experienced divers, purchasing a complete 
diving armour, and submitted to a course of 
training under the instructions of tho two 
men ho had employed. As soon as able to 
move about under the water and accustomed 
to the heavy suit ho determined to descend 
into the sea where the Schiller had gone 
down and search for his mother and sisters. 
Several descents were made without success ; 
though the remains of the vessel were seen, 
yet nobody could be observed. But one day, 

. as the three men were silently moving about 
; among sharp pointed crags and reefs, and 
| being a considerable distance away from the 
I wreck itself, Franz Hauzer was startled by 
| the sight of what appeared to be the head of 
; a female form. It seemed to hang from the 
1 top of a reef some ten feet high. He directed 
1 the attention of the others by pointing to- 
wards it. Slowly the three stepped forward 
in the direction of the reef. Nearing the 
spot a pitiful and heartrending scene pre- 
sented itself. What was supposed to be a 
female head was such in reality, yet little of 
the body to which it belonged could be seen. 
The corpse was firmly held in the clutches of 
a gigantic cuttle-fish, which, with its enor- 
mous arms and extended suckers, clung to it 
and to the sides of the rock like a wild beast 
feasting on its prey. The sight, say the two 
surviving divers, was shocking, yet awe-in- 
spiring. They describe the cuttle-fish as 
having a circular central body that could not 
be less than four feet in diameter, of a green- 
ish-black hue, with alternating bright and 
dark spots, and a slimy surface. It was 
rounded like a dome, and it seemed as if a 
portion of the human body had been absorbed 
into it by the tremendous power of suction 
this monster 13 believed to possess. Its arms 
— the divers counted eight — were apparently 
of immense strength, being over twelve feet 
long, and judged to be not less than a foot in 
diameter where they joined the body. Some 
of these arms clung to the unfortunate victim, 
others held fast to the protuberances of the 
rock, and several were swinging through the 
water like the trunk of an elephant, hut twice 
its size. Such was the view the three divers 
had as they approached this reef, and Franz 
Hauser made a sudden spring forward towards 
it ; but he was held back. His associates 
knew that by going any nearer they would 
expose themselves to attack from the monster, 
for which they were unprepared. They gave 
the signal to the boat and all three were 
immediately hoisted up. Having the cover- 
ing removed from his head, Franz Hauser 
declared that he had recognised in the female 
face one of his sisters. And he was determined 
to descend again to rescue her body from 
being devoured by the submarine monster. 
His wish was not gratified, however, he being 
too nervous and hi3 strength too much ex- 
hausted, and it was agreed to make an attempt 
the next day or the day after. But in the 
morning young Hauser was delirious, and he 
lingered on in a paroxysmal condition for 
some days, till death closed his eyes. The 
two survivors of his expedition under the sea 
have made sworn statements of the truth of 
these facts, and it is believed that some pre- 
sentation has been sent to the British 
authorities of the Admiralty for a complete 
and thorough scientific search of the entire 
vicinity of the Reterrier Ledge to ascertain 
whether these tremendous creatures do feed 
on human victims of shipwreck.
